Besides 
those killed on the field of battle or died in 
prison, enough were permanently disabled 
by disease or crippled by wounds to bring 
the total number of lives sacrificed for the 
American flag to a round million.

WITCHCRAFT REVIVED. 
After science seemed to have settled 
once for all that the witch never existed 
except as a harmless woman who 
was the victim of her neighbors’ super- 
stitious fears, modern hypnotism steps 
in with discoveries which go to show 
that there may have been real witches, 
and reproduces some of their supposed 
deviltries.

In the December Arena Henry Gaul- 
leur, who is a well-known writer in 
France and for whose accuracy Carl 
Schurz vouches, recounts the wonderful 
researches of Col. de Rochas in hypno- 
tism.

tion. 
Even more extraordinary is the state- 
ment that a glass of water or a wax 
image brought and held for some timg 
within the circumfe of this lumin- 
ous emanation from the body, appears to 
take up a part of the sensitiveness of the 
body, so that if the water or the image 
is pricked, the subject at once feels pain.

to Some Others R. H. Beck- 
ley Has Had. 


R. H. Beckley is pretty sure he bears a 
charmed life, ang anybody who “doubts it 
is at liberty to go through the same ex- 
periences and see if he can come out alive— 
always provided he can find the sald ex- 
periences. Beckley doesn’t carry a buck- 
eye nor a rabbit foot, and he doesn’t own a 
petrified potato, but he has come out of 
enough close places with a whole skin to 
test the protective power of the most pow- 
erful fetich ever created by a conjurer. 

He was in the Johnstown flood and float- 


ed thirteen miles down the Connemaugh 
River in half an hour aud was unhurt. — 
was in the terrible Nameoki wreck on th 
Wabash in October, 1893, and came ou 
without a scratch. He was in the sleigh 
that was struck by a locomotive at the 
Sarah Street crossing of the Wabash in 
January, 1892, when eight men and four 
horses were killed, and although he was 
thrown thirty feet he got off with less in- 
jury than anyone else in the party.

Disaster te a Flood Boat Near Old 
Monroe.

OLD MONROE, Mo., Dec. 21.—A genuine 
deluge has prevailed here for the past sev- 
eral days, and the town and surrounding 
country are flooded.

To all who are interested in the problem 
of life, who are studying the phenomena of 
the mind as displayed in hypnotism, spirit- 
uvalism or what is called occultism, “A Sci- 
entific Demonstration of the Future Life,“ 
by Thomas Jay Hudson can be confidently 
commmended, It cannot fall to intensely in- 
terest any person of mature intellect who 


cares for anything beyond the mere bread 
and butter problem. 

Mr. Hudson is also the author of The 
Law of Psychic Phenomena,” and it is 
evident that he has given close study to 
the phenomena of hypnotism and the re- 
searches of the English and American 
Psychical Societies. He embodies in his 
work a great many interesting facts which 
appear to prove that man has two minds, 
with distinct faculties, and whether one 
agrees with his conclusion or not, the read- 
er cannot but admit that bis work is a val- 
uable addition to the literature of this im- 
portant subject. : 

This book is a dinstinct contrast to “A 
Study of Death,” by Henry Mills Alden, re- 
cently noticed in these columns. That was a 
purely speculative and semi-poetical work. 
Such a work is apt to fret those who are 
looking for something decisive and new upon 
this subject. If anything experimental and 
scientific can be produced that will cast light 
upon it the modern mind wants that in pref- 
erence to dreamy generalizations. And Mr. 
Hudson has brought the researches of the 
telepathists and hypnotists together and of- 
fered them in support of the doctrine of a 
future life. For this he will be thanked by 

ractical people. 
mit is — however, that while admit- 
ting, as he says, the phenomena of mod- 
ern Spiritualism to be genuine, he should in 
a work of this kind unqualifiedly dehy that 
the disembodied human soul ever communi- 
cates with its fellows in the flesh. Mr. Hud- 
son’s philosophy is Spiritualism without 
spirits, except those that are still in the mor- 
tal form. He attempts to proye that all the 
phenomena of the Spiritualists’ seance are 
explainable by the laws of hypnotism. He 
is willing that the human soul should be able 
to work wonders while the physical body is 
in a more or less advanced state of hypnotic 
trance, but not after it has left its mortal 
form entirely. While still embodied, he would 
have us believe, it can and does transmit 
m es, warnings of approaching calamity 
or death, etc., to other embodied souls, but 
he cannot admit that either the desire or the 
power to so communicate survives bodily 
issolution. 

The attempt to account for all spiritual- 
istic phenomena by_the laws of hypnotism 
is not new. Mr. Hudson, however, has 
probably carried it to a greater extent than 
any former writer. His argument, with a 

ul array Of facts, that man has two 
distinct minds, is very ingenious. The ob- 
jective mind is that part of the mental 
outfit we are all acquainted with. It car- 
ries on the ordinary business of life—reas- 
one inductively and generally manages the 
individual’s career from cradle to ave. 
But it has no affectional or emotiona side. 
Its memory is defective, and it ‘has no in- 
tuition, not even the lower kind we know 
as instinct. 

The subjective mind, nn the other — 
is the seat of the emotions. Under norma 
conditions its powers are only latent, Mr. 
Hudson proves, to his own satisfaction, 
that it has no initiative faculty; that it 
cannot reason inductively, but that tts 
power of reasoning uctively is practi- 
cally perfect. It also has a practically per- 
fect memory. These two last facts are ex- 
emplified by the phenomena of hypnotism. 
The deeper the hypnotic sleep the more re- 
markable is the exhibition of deductive 
reasoning and the display of memory. 

The point where the spiritualist will radi- 
cally disagree with Mr. Hudson is his as- 
sumption that the so-called subjective mind 
which is seen in operation during the hyp- 
notic sleep is the entire soul, which alone 
survives the dissolution of the body. Mr. 
Hudson’s philosophy makes the human be- 
ing two distinct entities. He assures us 
that the objective mind becomes extinct 
when the brain is destroyed. — arom 
from experiments by Dr. Hammond an 
others, who removed the brains of various 
animals and found that instinctive life still 
played its part, he assures us the soul or 
objective mind has the medulla oblongata 
and spinal cord as its organs. But he de- 
nies that it, too, when these organs are 
destroyed, dies, because it is possessed of 
faculties that were not exercised during 
abnormal life, such as intuition, perfect 
memory, etc., Be, :

It does not set up orthodoxy as 
an answer to the pessimism ofe Olive 
Schreiner, as might, perhaps, be inferred 
from the title. It has nothing to do with 
the order known as the King’s Daughters. 
It is a romance of love and marriage—un- 
happy and ill assorted marriage, and dis- 
appointed love—out of which a strong and 
self-poised character is built up by Flor- 
ence, the heroine. 

Florence, the leading character in this 
romance, is a New Woman, but not in the 
sense of having revolted in the matter of 
| clothing or outward affairs. She is the 
kind of New Woman that has such high 
jdeals that she never finds a man who can 
satisfy them. This sort of New Woman, 
it is unnecessary to say, is not as common 
yet as the sort that looks upon the wearing 
of a novel garment as indicating the “New 
Woman.“ 

If A Daughter of the King“ is an answer 
to The Story of an African Farm,” it is 
hardly an antidote to it. It is not a cheer- 
ful story by any means. The only differ- 
ence between the unhappy woman who suf- 
fered and dreamed itn Olive Schreiner’s ro- 
mance and the Florence of this story is 
that the former could find no aid in maxims 
or mottoes, while the latter can. Be- 
cause Florence's dying father had urged her 
to “be royal’’ she found comfort and health 
in that. She places a line, “Beauty is not 
enough. Accomplishment is er,” over 
her mirror, and works up to that ideal for 
awhile. Then a dear friend dies. She seeks 
in vain for a sign that his spirit still lives. 
About to ve way to despair, she again 
finds comfort in thé sermon of a street 
preacher, which the reader fails to see much 
point in. Again she puts up another max- 
im over her mirror to the effect that 
Beauty is not enough, nor accomplishment. 
The secret of power is in the genius of 
the Christ.“ 

Mottoes, when they appear to the person 
who relies on them to embody a high ideal, 
are a genuine help in life.

In vain for this missing link—this man mon- 
key who completes the chain.

The missing link has been discovered.

The long-searched-for-manrmonkey is no 
longer missing from the chain. The steps 

ot the evolution of man are complete. 


When M. d' Enjoy, the scientist and ex- 
plorer and representative of the French 
Geographical Society, beheld this long- 
sought scientific treasure and gazed for the 
for the first time upon this man-monkey 
he writes in his report: 

“This discovery stupefied me! I ap- 

‘ proached him, and to be certain I was not 
the plaything of an illusion, I felt with my

More remarkable still was the evidence 
found of 2 race of men who had tails sev- 
eral feet long. Not monkeys, but men, hu- 
man beings whose language could be under- 
stood by the French explorer.

Cochin China, where the remarkable dis- 
covery was made, or Annam, occupies the 
er@ater part of the eastern portion of the 
Indo-Chinese peninsula. It lies in 10-233 
north lat. and 102-109 east long., having an 
area of 200.000 square miles. A mountain 
range of considerable height runs through 
the country parallel to the coast. The cli- 


mate is extremely variable, and changes of 
temperature and weather are very sudden 
The country of the Mois has been little ex- 
plored, though certain of the inhabitants 
dwelling near the Annam border have be- 
come vilized by contact with 
Annamites and Chinese. 

In the month of May M. d Enjoy left 
Bien-Hoa, where he had an official resi- 
dence, on an expedition to this country. 
Not knowing what strange adventures he 
might meet with on the way, he went fully 
repared for trouble. He was accompanied 
y a number of Annamite coolies, selected 
with an especial view to their courage and 
strength. he little party was followed by 
carts drawn. by oxcn. d' Enjoy took 
the only available road to the Mois coun- 
try, that leading from Bien-H to Tri-An. 

The roads in the north of Cochin China 
are not very good at their best, and the 
one which M. d’Enjo and. his party 
were forced to traver was even worse 
than the average, as ſt Was then only in 
course of construction. For miles at a 
time the tracks that had been made by 
other vehicles would be obliterated, and 
the carts were forced to cut their own 
ruts through the soft clay. In some places 
the coolies were obliged to stop and clear 
away the brambles that block their path. 
But it was much worse when they had 
quitted the road entirely, for then they 
had literally to cut their way with axes 
through a forest. 

At last, after four hours of slow march- 
ing, worn out by fatigue, covered with mud 
and leeches, the party arrived at the village 
of Tri-An. s is @ hamlet of the Annam- 
ites, lost in the rt of forest, on the 
border of the country ot tbe Mois. 

He found himself at the extreme front 
of the country of the Mois. The village 
consisted of rude huts constructed of straw, 
like those of the poor farmers of Cochin 
China. e were supported on a 
ra of wood shaped in the form of a 
bow: The sides of the huts bristled with 
barbed arrows having poisoned points. The 

olson used was of a peculiarly deadly 
kina, and it attracted M. d’Enjoy’s atten- 
tion at once. He examined 
poison in a bamboo box. 

Without this poison the Mois would be 
Almost at the mercy of the wild beasts that 
West their territory. It is their. only re- 
source for the chase, for the insignificant 
arrows, spears and other weapons which 
they are skilled enough to manufacture 
would be of 83 without the aid 
of the poison, agafmst elephants, tigers and 
large serpents. 

The tribes of Mois among which M. d'En- 
joy found himself at the time were half 
Savage. The name Moi itself is an Annam- 
ite word, equivalent to “barbarian.” The 
entire race of Mois is divided into tribes, 
each governing itself, though differing 
widely among themselves in degrees of sav- 
aggry. The tailless men were the most de- 
graded of all. 

he various tribes of theke half-civilized 
Mois are divided into knights, nobles, 
“actives,”’ invincibles and ‘“‘civilized spir- 
Its.“ At least, these are the names that 
have: been assigned as translations of the 
Moi words describing different clans. 
though they should, perhaps, have a some- 
what modified signification. The best 
known tribes are the Stiengs and the Chans, 
which inhabit the forests neighboring the 
Cochin China possessions,

“It will be an error,” says M. d' Enjoy. 
in pointing out the differences between the 
savages in this district and the animal like 
creatures whom he subesquently discov- 
ered, “to suppose that all the population 
is as savage or barbarous as the monkey 
men. _In truth, the people of these can- 
tons are very dull in their minds, and 
their manners are primitive. They have 
a brown skin of a deep tint, and the usual 
aquiline nose of the Mols. But their eyes, 
as with the Chinese, are shaped like al. 
monds, and their cheek bones are promi- 
nent. This shows that the Annamite blood 
flows in their veins. They are mongrel, if 
I may use the 1 Moreover, these 
particular tribes do not possess 8.

It was solely on account 
of the guard's sickness that M. d' Enjoy 
concluded to gtve up a further investiga- 
tion of the peculiar tribe of tafled men. 
„ J have decided, however,“ he writes, 
to return to that region for a long sojourn 
of many months, but circumstances will 
not permit me to do so at present.’”’ 

All of the members of the party were 
highly elated over the discovery of the 
queer race of creatures buried away in the 
immense forest, and it was a source of 
chagrin that the excellent specimen was 
allowed to escape. 

M. d’Enjoy was so struck with the un- 
couth condition and animal appearance 
of the men with tails that he suggests 
they are, perhaps, the monkeys whose bat- 
tles with the gods are described in the 
sacred books of Ind and represented in 
the bas-reliefs of the Cambodian temples. 

The French explorer is the only white 
man who has ever ventured into the re- 
gion of the wild Mois, and this interesting 
result of his discovery will hardly fail to 
excite the ambition of other adventurous 
persons. The French Government has ap- 
preciated the value of M. d’Enjoy’s discov- 
ery, and an expedition is being organized 
for the purpose of securing one of these 
marvelous men with tails and bringing him 
to the light of civilization.
